President’s Marine Excursion. 
Special to the Gaze TE.) 


San Francisco, April 28.—The 
morning of President Harrison’s ma- 
rine excursion opened with a fog en- 
veloping the shores of the Bay, but as 
the forenoon wore on, the fog lifted 
and left the harbor sparkling in the 
sunlight. Along the water front .nu- 
merous decorations which had been 
placed on the houses and shipping on 
the day of the President’s arrival here 
were retouched and augmented, and 
many vessels. not previously deco- 
rated, had strings of flags fluttering in 
the wind. The yacht clubs of San 
.Francisco, Sausalito, Tiburon and 
neighboring towns had also deckéd 
their boat-houses and vessels, which 
did much to enliven the scene in the 
vicinity of the Golden Gate. Outin 
the stream the cruiser Charleston was 
resplendent in new dress and was one 
of the most conspicuous objects, in the 
Bay. The “City of Puebla,’ the 
steamer which was to convey the 
Presidential party on the excursion, the 
steamer Haytian Republic and other 
large vessels were also decorated from 
stem to stern. Notwithstanding the 
announcement that invitationsto ac- 
company the President on the Puebla 
were limited to five hundred, the com- 
mittee having charge of the excursion 
were beseiged with applications from 
fully five thousand persons, who, 
being unable to secure the coveted 
biliets, crowded the steamers Ukiab 
and Gaiden City, the tugs, Relief, 
Ethel and Marion and numerous 
smaller crafts, which dotted the Bay, 
so that at the hour of the President’s 
embarkation over ten thousand per- 
sons had left the shore to accompany 
him on the trip. 

At 10:30 o’clock the Puebla steamed 
out into the Bay from Broadway wharf’ 
and was soon followed by the war ship 
_Charleston, the government steamers 
‘Rush and Madrone, carrying the fed- 
eral officials, and the revenue cutters 
Hassler and Corwin with the Customs 
House officials. As the Puebla passed 
hae ye which had formed a line 
yards apart, a was

sels had swung into line, the other 
steamers and crafts conveying the un- 
official excursionists made haste to 
follow, and with the white sails of 
yachts skimming the scene, the pa- 
geant from a marine point of view bas 
never been excelled on the Bay of 
San Francisco. The route followed by 
the Puebla extended from Broadway 
wharf along the northwest line of the 
city front to Fort Point, west to the 
whistling buoy. Stopping to view the 
forts and military sites, which greeted 
the President with a salute of cannon 
as the vessels passed. 3 

Before the President left here this 
morning he had a reception at the 
Palace Hotel, which was attended .by 
over 100 clergymen of all denoniina- 
tions of this city and Oakland. Post-. 
master-General Wanamaker inspected 
the postoffice, which had been pre- 
viously decorated in Lonor of the oc- 
vasion, and he was introduced to the 
heads of the different departments and 
a vumber of postmasters from the in- 
terior towns. He then interviewed 
the letter carriers aud made a short 
address, which was loudly cheered. 
He then drove to the stea ner and ac- 


companied the President on the ex-

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


Passed at the Fifteenth Session 
ef the Nevada Legisiature, Enda- 
ing March 19, 1891. 

The Gazerre continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted by the 
last Legislature : 

CHAP. XCVI. 

An Act -to regulate the fees and 
compensation of Justices of the Peace 
in townships having a certain number 
af voters at the general election in 
1890 = 


Section 1. Justices of the Peace 
in any townsbip of this State wherein 
the number of legal votes cast at the 
general election of eighteen hundred

script aud papers on appeal, one dol- 
lar; for issuing search warrant, fifty | 
cents; for celebrating marriage and re- | 
turning certificate to Recorder, five 
dollars ; for issuing a writ of execution, | 
fifty cents; for all service [services| 
and proceedings in a criminal action, 
the same fees as are allowed in civil | 
cases; for taking bail after commit- | 
ment in criminal cases, to be collected 
of the defendant, fifty cents; for en- 
tering any cause without process, fifty 
cents ; for entering judgment by con- 
fession, as in the District Court, one 
dollar ; for each notice, rule, execution 
[exception], order, default, dismissal, 
discontinuance or non-suit, ten cents. 
Sec. 2. Constables in any town in 
this State, wherein the number of | 
legal votes cast at the general elec- 
tion of eighteen hundred and ninety 
equaled or exceeded the namber of 
sixteen hundred, shall be allowed the 
following fees for their services: For 
serving summons or other process by 
which suit is commenced, filty cents; 
for summoning a jury before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, one dollar; for tak- | 
ing a bond or undertaking, fifty cents; | 
for serving an attachment against the 
property of the defendant, seventy- 
five cents; for serving subpena to each | 
witness, twenty cents; for summoning 
and swearing a jury to try the rights | 
of property and taking the. verdict, | 
one dollar; for receiving and taking 
care of property on execution, attach- 
ment or order, his actual necessary 
expenses, to be allowed by the Jus- 
tice who issued the execution, upon | 
the affidavit of the Constable that.

of every writ, process or other paper 
when demanded or required by law, 
per folio, fifteen cents; for drawing 
and executing every Constable’s deed, 
to be paid by the grantee, whu shall 
also pay the acknowledginent thereof,

ing and posting notices and advertis- 
ing property for sale on execution, 
not to inclade the cost of publication 
in a newspaper, one dollar; for mile- 
age in serving summons, attachment, 
subpena, execution, venire or other 
process in civil cases,- for each mile 
necessarily traveled in going only, 
thirty cents; provided, that when 
two or more persons are served in the 
same suit, mileage shall only be 
charged for the most distant, if they 
live in the same direction: for serving 
a writ of restitution or possession, 
putting any person in possession en- 
titled thereto, one dollar; for service 
and travel in criminal cases, the same 
fees as are allowed ‘Sheriffs for like 
services, but in no Case shall there be 
a charge exceeding the sum of six 
dollars.

90,000 cattle in Texas already, 
and exporters are buying cattle in 
Canada. Morris & Goldsmith are said 
to have bought 10,000 Canadian ‘still- 
ers’ at $5 to $5 75, or $5 to $8 per head 
over last year’s prices, and we think 
them very cheap ”’ 

‘The export demand is fully as good 
as last year, and there are fewer cattle 
suitable for the trade.’’ 

‘* Range cattle, we think, will sell 
better than they have since the great 
boom, and look for fat range beeves to 
be. in. good demand for the export 
trade,.and we would not advise con- 
tracting to sell any range cattle Wita- 
out a big advanee over last year’s 
prices. We think fully a dollar per 
hundred.”’ 

‘There aré as many cattle on slop 
feed this year as last, but they are 
bringing much better prices, some fat 


| bulls recently selling at $4 25 against

‘‘The demoralized condition of the

_. Parties travel along our shore, says 
the Lewiston Journal, setting traps for 
eels at the mouths of brooks above 
salt water.’ These consist of a roomy

In the dispatches from the northwest 
describing the movements of the troops 
assembled there mention was nqw and 
then made of the operations of the ’ 
heliograph corps, and also of the signal- 
ing by the Indians among themselves 
with pieces of looking-glass. The first 
use of the modern system of military 
signaling, which was invented by Gen. 
A. J. Myer, of the United States army, 
was in the campaign against the Navajo 
Indians in northwestern New Mexico 
in 1860, says the New York Sun. Flags 
and torches were the means chiefly 
used. Signaling by reflected light has 
beeen common in many countries for a 
long period; the American Indian has 
for years used bits of looking-glass for 
this purpose. The perfected heliograph 
is comparatively a recent invention. It 
is a small, adjustable mirror mounted 
on a tripod and easily portable. When 
the mirror has been adjusted “to reflect 
the light upon the station to be com- 
municated with a movable screen is set 
up in front of it, and the signaling is 
done by revealing or obscuring the flash 
for shorter or longer periods, corre- 
sponding with the dots and dashes of 
the Morse telegraph alphabet. Signal- 
ing with the heliograph has been done 
successfully over a distance of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles, and it is 
not uncommon 6. coyer distances of 
eighty to one hundred miles. ° Fifty-five 
miles is about the ordinary average. 
The signal corps used the heliograph 
very effectively in the campaign against 
the Apache Indians in Arizona in 1886, 
and the corps has also attained remark- 
able results with the heliograph in 
other more peaceful signaling opera- 
tions. —& 


Impaired Eyesight.

number of children wearing them is ap- 
palling. A large proportion of the pu- 
pils in the higher classes of the public 
schools, says the New York Sun, are 
obliged to wear glasses, particularly in 
the girls’ schools, Flickering gaslight, 
long hours of reading ‘and study; and 
badly-lighted classrooms are among the 
causes of eye weakness with the young 
people, but the amazing spread of the 
reading habit is at the bottom of the 
general trouble. As an oculist ex- 
presses it: ‘‘We are all taking up the 
habit of reading; but the habitis so new 
with the masses that they have not 
learned how to do it without damaging
